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REPLY TO ACTION OF OCTOBER 20, 2005 

Claims 1-19 stand rejected as obvious over Albal, U.S. Patent Application No. 
2003/0147518 Al in view of Freeh (U.S. Patent No. 6,233,325). Dependent claims 20-22 stand 
rejected as obvious over Albal, Freeh, and Tate, U.S. Patent No. 6,509,833. 

In the Reply filed November 19, 2003, to the First Office Action dated June 19, 2003, 
Applicants explained why the rejection there was improper, because the prior art cited against 
the claims (Wolf and a number of secondary references) do not disclose the claim 1 feature of 
"setting up a non-associated telephone call" In that Reply, Applicants noted that a "non- 
associated" telephone call is expressly defined in the specification as "a simulated telephone call 
from a simulated calling party." "[N]o actual call is provisioned." 

In the Second Office Action dated December 9, 2004, claims 1-20 were rejected as 
anticipated by Albal. In the response thereto (filed May 18, 2005), Applicants reiterated the 
above points, and observed that Albal also does not disclose setting up a non-associated 
telephone call, but instead is about provisioning actual telephone calls actual real calling parties, 
not simulated telephone calls firom simulated calling parties. 
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
